certified by an independent certified public accountant39

(who may be the accountant or a member of the firm40

of accountants who regularly audits the books and41

accounts of the authority) selected by the authority.42

In the event that the principal amount of any bonds or43

notes deposited in a bond reserve fund is withdrawn44

for payment of principal or interest thereby reducing45

the amount of that fund to less than the bond reserve46

of such levy that is necessary to pay the principal and15

interest on bonds issued or other indebtedness incurred16

by the municipality to finance an urban renewal project17

if such bonds or indebtedness were issued or incurred18

on or before April 24, 2012. Indebtedness incurred19

after April 24, 2012, to refund bonds issued or other20

indebtedness incurred on or before April 24, 2012, may21

be included in the certification. Such school district22

shall pay over the amount certified by November 1 and23

May 1 of the fiscal year following certification to the24

school district. The authority of a municipality to25
